In a press conference 
last week, mayor Bob 
Armstrong, town admin¬ 
istrator Gary Gelech and 
local businessman Jim 
Smith announced their in¬ 
tention to hold the public 
meeting in the hopes of 
reviving the chamber 
which has been inactive 
for the past four years 

Gelech said the town 
decided to get involved in 
the process because its 
community development 
committee has identified 
the need for such an or¬ 
ganization 

"Once we established 
the new community devel¬ 
opment committee, one of 
their planks was to resur¬ 
rect the chamber,” Gelech 
said “They felt making it 
active again would be posi-

$85. Commercial developers 
will be hit the hardest though, as 
council decided to move away 
from a flat rate fee and charge a 
rate based on construction costs. 
The old rate of $70 will now be 
replaced with a fee of $1 for 
every $ 1000 of construction cost 
up to $250,000 and $.50 for 
every $1000 after that with a 


In a move towards what they 
call full cost recovery service, 
town council have agreed to in¬ 
crease the rates of development 
application fees for both com¬ 
mercial and residential develop¬ 
ment in town

With only one opposing vote, 
council chose to increase the 
fees to help recover a greater 
portion of the cost involved in 
processing development appli¬ 
cations. 

That means developers look¬ 
ing to build a new home will 
have to pay a $15 increase for 
the development application. 
The new rate goes from $70 to 


minimum charge of $ 100 and a 
maximum of $750. Town ad¬ 
ministrator Mike Storey said the 
move was made to help recover 
more of the cost involved in the 
development application proc¬ 
ess. 

“The $70 didn't even cover

Storey said.

Plans for hosting the provincial

Town council agreed to help out 
the organizers by renting them the 
arena and multi-purpose room fora 
flat rate for the duration of the 
tournament. They will be charged 
$1500. 

Town council also agreed to 
allow the organizers install video 
games in the multi-purpose room 
during the tournament to help keep 
team members occupied during 
their off ice time. 

Town council has agreed to let

The fire department will be get¬ 
ting a bit of an extra boost this year 
thanks to town council.

Town council also agreed to 
increase the amount they charge 
the province for highway rescue 
work by the fire department. The 
new rate was pushed to $300 from

highway emergency It is the first 
increase in five years. Town ad¬ 
ministrator Mike Storey said the 
council decided to increase the fee 
because the province had notified 
them they would accept a rate in¬ 
crease. Those fees will be divided 
with half going to the fire depart¬ 
ment’s emergency equipment re¬ 
serve, $75 to the volunteer fire 
department and $75 to the town’s 
operating fund. 

While town council is still con¬ 
sidering their options about a rec¬ 
reation board, the mayor will be 
meeting with the county council 
one last time to see if some agree¬ 
ment can be reached. 

Mayor Ray Lea. along with the 


mayors of Olds and Sundre plan to 
meet this week to discuss their 
options since all three have chosen 
to opt out of their previous recrea¬ 
tion agreements with the county. 
Didsbury has been negotiating for 
more than a year but have not been 
able to come to an agreement with 
the county on a new agreement. 

Town Administrator Mike Sto¬ 
rey said the mayors will likely be 
drafting a letter to take to the county 
regarding their options in the hopes 
of getting the county back to the 
negotiating table. All three towns 
are hoping to increase the rate of 
recreation funds it receives from 
the county.

I’m not big on 
New Year's resolutions or wish lists, 
howev er I did come up with a list of 
"wouldn't it be nice" items. Please 
indulge me while I express some 
thoughts on 1995. 

Wouldn't it be nice if: 

- the young people could be rec¬ 
ognized for the real value they are. 
They are everything we want to be. 
or will need in the future. We can't 
let the actions of a Tew spoil our 
perception of the majority. Some¬ 
times we fail to see the successes of 
our young people attain, some im¬ 
portant to them individually and 
some significant to all of us. 

- adults would see how impor¬ 
tant it is to set an example for our 
next generation. If the young could 
develop a sense of optimism from 
observing how we conduct our¬ 
selves. we would all be the winners 
We should hope that their percep¬ 
tion of us isn't spoiled by the actions 
of a few. 

- there was no need for 
Morgentaler outlets. By encourag¬ 
ing these clinics, we are saying very 
clearly that the life of the unborn 


holds no value. If the lives of the 
unborn are worthless, can the life 
of the living be any more worthy? It 
may be a small procedure in one 
office, on one street, in one com¬ 
munity but the social implication is 
enormous. It is difficult to care for 
a suffering child when it could 
have been disposed of. 

- if education really meant pro¬ 
viding the best programs available 
to students and that those obscure 
planners knew what the students 
needed I heard a school trustee say 
she hoped that in 1995 the students 
in her jurisdiction would develop 
strong reading skills! Did we miss 
something here? 

- celebrity spokespersons were 
acknowledged as just that. They 
hold no special insight and their 
success in theater or sports do not 
qualify them to speak for the rest of 
us. The media seeks them out but 
we shouldn't take their observa¬ 
tions too seriously. 

- the federal government recog¬ 
nized the wishes of the "silent ma¬ 
jority". I believe that individual 
M P.'s do know, but as a body of 
legislators they freeze. The noise of 
special interest groups seem to over 
power their ability to think and 
reason. They function as though 
these groups somehow must repre¬ 


sent the views of the majority of 
Canadians. 

- the Justice system worked to 
protect those in need of protection 
instead of those who create a need 
for justice and what it should stand 
for. Until we insist the law reflects 
accountability for ouractions, noth¬ 
ing will change. Jail or prison used 
to be a place to be avoided, not to be 
used as a retreat. Do you think, just 
maybe, if the facilities were less 
comfortable there might be some 
incentive to stay out? Over simpli¬ 
fication? - perhaps. 

- the federal government real¬ 
ized that it can't spend its way out of 
debt. You and I can't and we must 
remember that the government of 
the day thinks it reflects our think¬ 
ing-unless they hear otherwise We 
must constantly remind legislators 
that they are only there because we 
allow them to be. There is a direct 
relationship between the cffcctive- 
nessofelected officials, at any level, 
and the amount of input they re¬ 
ceive from their constituents. 

The exciting part of this 
"wouldn't it be nice if" list is that 
none of it is impossible to achieve. 
If we start by being the best sons, 
daughters and parents we can and

tion during pregnancy can hurt the 
baby But most people do not know 
what problems show up in babies 
who have been affected by their 
mothers' alcohol intake. 

Babies with FAS are smaller 
than average at birth and remain 
this way as they grow older They 
often have unusual facial charac¬ 
teristics, are developmental^ de¬ 
layed and have learning impair¬ 
ments Babies who have a certain 
number of these characteristics are 
diagnosed with FAS Those who 
show some signs of damage related 
to alcohol, but do not meet the 
criteria for FAS are described as 
having FAE, meaning simply that 
the baby has been adversely af¬ 
fected by alcohol 


this reason avoidance of all alcohol 
is advised for pregnant women. 

Alcohol can damage babies at 
any point in their development In 
the first three monthsof pregnancy, 
for example, heavy alcohol con¬ 
sumption can cause damage to the 
baby's developing nervous system 
Often women are one month preg¬ 
nant, or more, before they even 
know it For this reason many ex¬ 
perts arc now recommending re¬ 
stricting alcohol intake if you're 
planning to become pregnant. 

For most of us giving up alcohol 
while we arc pregnant is not diffi¬ 
cult Most would agree it’s a small 
sacrifice and is one of the things 
mothers can do to give their babies 
the best chance possible. For oth¬ 
ers, alcohol is a significant part of

At the Kitchen 
Table

I used to think that a New Year's Eve party was essential. As a 
teenager 1 would have donned my black velvet strapless and crawled 
to the Elk's New Year dance if 1 were in the grip of double pneumonia 
When our kids were small we had New Year's parties at home and 
when they grew up we went out to friends or had someone in but 
gradually the whole thing became less and less important. Years are 
shorter than they used to be and the parties marking them seem to get 
closer together, party snacks ruined appetites for dinner the next day, 
peace and a cosy house appealed more than noise and traffic. This year 
Ralph and I were watching Mr Bean on T V. and didn't even notice 
that it was after midnight. 

You know of course that the word holiday comes from holy day 
because until recently all holidays were of a religious nature. New 
Year's Day is the oldest of all the holiday/holy days and people were 
celebrating New Year's Day before there was a calendar to mark it on 
Historians think that the earliest New Year's celebration was in 
Babylon about 2000 B.C. It was held in late March at the time of the 
vernal equinox and lasted for 11 days. Festivities began when a High 
Priest rose two hours before dawn, w ashed in the sacred waters of the 
Euphrates and offered a hymn to Marduk, the chief god of agriculture. 
The hymn was in the form of a request for bountiful crops in the 
forthcoming new season. Following this musical interlude the rump of 
a beheaded ram was rubbed against the temple walls to absorb any 
contagion that might infest the next year's harvest. Food, wine and 
hard liquor were consumed in quantity, partly because this was a party, 
but more importantly to show appreciation to Marduk for providing 
last year's harvest. I don't know if they celebrated less enthusiastically 
when a plague of locusts had eaten the crop. Probably not. Marduk 


would have taken this as a sign of insubordination. 

On the sixth day a troupe of masked mummers did a play in tribute 
to the goddess of fertility. This was followed by a magnificent parade, 
filled with costumes, music and dancing that started at the temple and 
finished at a building known as the New Year House. I don't know 
what ladies wore to this party but I don't think it was black velvet and 
rhinestones. My book does not say w hat they did for the rest of the 11 
day celebration but I'll bet they were exhausted and several of them 
probably wished they had television so they could go home and watch 
Mr. Bean 

Under the ancient calendar the Romans used March 25, the 
beginning of spring, as the first day of the year but after several 
Emperors had juggled thee length of months and years to extend their 
terms of office, calendar dates were so out of sync with astronomical 
signs that nobody knew when to celebrate what. This gave people a 
wonderful excuse for not going in to the forum because almost every 
day was a holiday on somebody’s calendar. In 153 B.C. the Roman 
Senate declared that the start of the New Year would be Jan. 1. They 
forgot to say, "now leave the dam thing alone" and more tampering 
occurred so that by 46 B.C. Julius Caesar had to let the year go on for 
445 days in order to bring the first day around to Jan. 1 again This 
became known as "The Year Of Confusion" and the new calendar 
became the Julian calendar. 

During the Middle Ages the Church was so against the old pagan 
New Year's celebrations that there were no festivities at all. From the 
11 tli to thirteenth centuries, the British celebrated New Year's on 
March 25, the French on Easter Sunday, and the Italians on Christmas 
Day. It is only for the last 400 years that Jan. 1st has been in favor 
worldwide. 

Our New Year's customs are a mish mash of the customs of our 
various forefathers and since the one thing common to every country's 
celebration is noise, our North American parties are very noisy. On 
New Year's Eve in New York, 1773, things got so out of hand that the 
city fathers banned firecrackers, homemade bombs and personal 
shotguns from all future parties. Well I should hope so. 

I hope Mr. Bean is on again next New Year's Eve.

Paying family members wages has tax advantages

Farm families can reduce their 
tax bill and boost their after-tax 
family income by as much as 10 
percent by paying family members 
wages or salaries says an Alberta 
Agriculture business management 
specialist. 

"While there arc a number of 
advantages to paying farm family 
members for their work, there are 
also some disadvantages to con¬ 
sider." says Paul Gervais of the 
farm business management branch 
in Olds. 

Paying children wages for their 


farm work is a tax deductible ex¬ 
pense to the farm business explains 
Gervais. "Thiscan reducethe fami¬ 
ly’s total income tax bill by split¬ 
ting income among family mem¬ 
bers Any small business may de¬ 
duct employee wages as a cost of 
doing business and farming is a 
small business. Wages or salaries 
must be reasonable for the work 
done" 

"A spouse who works on the 
farm and hires someone to look 
after young children can deduct 
chi Id care expenses," he adds "The 
children have to be younger than 
14 and the care-giver, if related. 


must be over 18." 

Regular wage paymcntscan also 
replace year-end tax reduction strat¬ 
egics such as purchasing machin¬ 
ery to claim a depreciation ex¬ 
pense 

Paying wages and Canada Pen¬ 
sion Plan (CPP) premiums to peo¬ 
ple over 18 years means those indi¬ 
viduals can be eligible for CPP's 
retirement and disability benefits. 

"Paying CPP premiums is also 
connected to one of the disadvan- 
tages-an increase in paperwork 
and record keeping," notes Gervais 
To start, an employer registration 
number is needed from Revenue 


Canada Extra paperwork includes 
completing a Personal Tax Credit 
Return for each employee, keeping 
a detailed monthly payroll ledger 
and submitting monthly remittance 
forms to Revenue Canada Taxa¬ 
tion. 

Farm employers may also have 
extra payroll expenses besides CPP 
such as Unemployment Insurance 
Commission (UIC) premiums. 

"One of the issues you should 
consider is how each person's stake 
in the farm business is affected by 
paying wages," says Gervais. "Of¬ 
ten interest in the farming opera¬ 
tion increases because of monetary

is truth. 

However, it is prophesied that 
the same power, a union of church 
and state, which exercised such 
merciless control then, will rise 
again for a short while in the end 
time.

He is not willing that any 
should perish (see 2 Peter 3:9) But 
He made us free to choose and the 
informed choices we make now 
will determine our eternal destiny.

Drownings and water-related 
accidents are a serious problem in 
our country. Over the past three 
years, close to 2,000 Canadians 
have died in water-related inci¬ 
dents The drowning death rate re¬ 
mains high for men aged 18-34 and 
for unattended toddlers under the 
age of 5. These two age groups rate 
first and second, respectively, in 
water-related deaths 

Winter holds to exception when 
talking about water safety - ice 
safety in particular. During the 
months of November to March (the 
cold Canadian months) over the 
past three years, an average of 133 
people died per year in water acci¬ 
dents. Of these 133, an average of 
27 per year died while 
snowmobiling on "frozen-over" 
w ater. To protect yourself and your 
family from the hazards of ice ac¬ 
cidents. here are a few guidelines 
to follow: 

1. To tell how thick ice is. cut a 
hole in it and measure A minimum 
of 6 inches is safe to skate or walk 
on: a minimum of 10 inches is safe 


to snow mobile on, and to drive cars 
on ice the ice must be no less than 
16 inches thick. 

2. Just because ice is thick 
enough in one spot, it does not 
mean that it will be that thick all 
over The ice will be thinner when 
there are undercurrents and weak 
where there are pressure ridges or 
air holes. 

3. Be wary of newly formed ice, 
old ice beginning to thaw, ice on a 
river and when thaw ing weather is 
occurring. 

4. Always take a buddy with 
you when on ice. Skate on open ice 
only with adult- supervision and 
have safety equipment available. 
A ladder should be standard rescue 
equipment at any popular outdoor 
skating area. 

5. When crossing ice, take a 
long stick or pole with you. The 
pole should straddle the hole and 
assist you to climb out should you 
break through. 

The best rule to follow: Ifyou do 
not know anything about an ice- 
covered area, STAY OFF. Be safe, 
summer and winter, when around 
water. As for the high-risk groupof 


adult males, the answer is water 
safety education. Unattended tod¬ 
dlers need to be closely supervised 
by a responsible person at all times 
when around water. Water mean¬ 
ing lakes, rivers, dugouts, ditches. 


backyard and public pools, hot tubs, 
bathtubs, and yes, even toilets. 

Be water smart! The Didsbury 
Aquatic Centre has ongoing swim¬ 
ming for adults and children, all of 
them starting in January.
